The  weather  was  hot,  the  acoustics  of  (the 
Coliseum  poor,  the  crowds  large,  the  feeing 
tense,  the  program  well  arranged,  setting  put 
the  work  of  the  year  The  women's  Work,;  as 
reported  by  their  Home  and  Foreign  .Vision 
Societies  In  their  jubilee  year  was  mafreloqsly 
wonderful  Northern  Baptist  women  ar$  a 
great  folk  and  have  an  organization  which  func¬ 
tions  tremendously  for  the  Kingdom.  Dr. 
Aitchison  for  the  Board  of  Promotion  madf  a 
great  report:  more  than  $10,600,000.4(1  Was 
raised  and  expended  In  the  various  lines  of  w^rk 
Sanity,  I  was  deeply  moved  by  the  power,  eFflcletcy 
srliness  and  accomplishments  of  this  Kingdom  orgaqiz- 
s  three  atlon.

•hackles.  I  never  hearf  a  single  Fundamental¬ 
ist  accuse  the  Modernists  of  being  loose  on  the 
doctrine  of  freedom  at  all.  The  doctrloe  of  free 
dom  of  conscience  le  on*  of  the  strong  points  oi 
the  Modernists.

HTORMV  PLACKM 

There  were  two  outstkndlng  matters  around 
which  feeling  and  expectancy  ran  high.  When 
they  got  to  them  discussion  brought  oa  great 
animation  and  heat. 

One  was  the  report  of  the  committee  appoint¬ 
ed  at  Buffalo  last  year  to  look  Into  their  schools 
•  nd  seminaries,  both  as  to  their  ownership  and 
Control  and  the  question  of  the  teachings  in 
these  schools.  The  committee  made  a  long  re¬ 
port.  They  found  most  of  the  schools  under  ra- 
niany  of  them  have  self-perpetuating  boards. 
Praatlcally  all  charters  demand  that  a  majority 
of  ttye  trustees  be  Baptists  They  seem  to  think 
whatever  Is  wrong  with  the  schools  Is  due  to 
Uie  carelessness  or  Indifference  of  Baptist  con¬ 
stituencies  and  boards  of  trustees,  rather  than 
to  the  matter  of  ownership  and  control.  The 
committee  did  not  seeia  to  find  much  wrong 
with  the  teachings  of  the  schools.  Their  Re¬ 
port  was  thought  to  be  weak  In  this  vital  and 
Important  matter.  Either  there  Is  something 
dreadfully  wrong  with  the  teachings  of  many 
of  their  schools  or  somebody  has  been  very 
careless  with  the  truth  about  these  schools. 
The  committee  failed  to  find  anybody  to  corns 
out  boldly  with  the  proof  of  heretical  teach¬ 
ing  to  any  serious  extent  There  was  a  major¬ 
ity  and  a  minority  report.  The  majority  report 
recognized  the  right  snd  duty  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion  to  Inquire  Into  the  schools  aad  require 
people  supporting  them  One  member.  Dr. 
Swent.  made  a  minority  report,  which  oa  two 
fundamentals  differed  from  the  contention  of 
the  majority.  The  report  was  not  considered 
strong.  The  majority  report  was  not  entirely 
satisfactory  to  the  conservatives  but  was  re¬ 
garded  as  making  progress  and  would  go  far 
towards  helping  In  their  educational  problem. 
The  minority  report  seemed  to  salt  the  Modern¬ 
ists.  I  understand  that  the  majority  report  was 
approved  by  the  Convention.  The  committee 
made  no  reccomendatlong  as  to  future  procedure 
but  the  whole  affair  will  prove  of  great  value.

for  lie  decielon.  Brother  Fred  Freeman  offered 
a  resolution  giving  the  Soclety'a  approval  of 
the  action  of  the  Board  In  accepting  the  gift. 
Dr.  Vsughi  of  Newton  Theological  Seminary 
offered  a  auhetltute  reeolutlon  declining  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  od  the  gift  and  aaklng  the  donor  to 
withdraw  tlje  doctrinal  condltlona  A  very  heat¬ 
ed  dtacuaalon  followed.  Many  teat  votea  were 
taken  Brother  Freeman  ahowed  hlmeelf  a 
great  leadeit  and  made  a  very  convincing  apeech.

We  remained  In  our  office  one  afternjoon  long 
after  hours,  and  when  finally  we  tore  burselves 
from  the  writing  at  hand,  we  realized  we  were 
all  alone  In  a  great  office  building.

We  proceeded  a  part  of  the  way  but  to  to  avail, 
and  returned.  Aa  a  laat  reaort  we  firat  lowered 
our  traveling  grip  and  then  laborloualy  let  our- 
aelf  down  by  the  Iron  piping  near,  glvlnk  by  our 
actlona  all  the  appearanre  of  one  on  no  good 
mlaalon  bent. 

Subaequently  telling  our  experience)  to  one 
of  the  employee*,  he  conducted  ua  to  the  aelf- 
aame  fire  eacape  and  aald,  "watch”,  lie  then 
proceeded  out  to  the  very  end  of  the  Hor^ontally 
balanced  ladder  when  It  began  alowly  to  lower 
and  In  a  few  aeconda  he  waa  able  to  atep  off  on  a 
level  with  the  atreet.  The  demonstration  waa 
complete  and  carried  thla  leeson:  The  promises 
of  Ood  are  aometimea  held  reaponalble  for  fail¬ 
ure  when  it  la  our  own  unwillingness  to  test 
them  to  the  limit.  It  la  not  only  faith  that  la 
needed,  but  an  absolute  faith  unmtxed  with  sus¬ 
picion.  Hi,  deaclplea  asked  Jesus  why  they 
themselves  could  not  heal  aa  he  did.  Ha  replied 
that  It  waa  because  of  their  lack  of  faith  Peter 
would  have  succeeded  along  the  entire  watery 
(ourae  In  walking  to  Jeans  had  his  faith  been 
simple  and  strong  enough.  Many  a  fa  lure  In 
Christian  conquest  today  la  due  to  the!  unwil¬ 
lingness  to  go  the  full  way  with  Rod.  O,  ye  of 
little  faith! 

Many  times  since  the  experience  above  related 
have  we  thought  of  what  we  missed  by  tl  e  mere 
failure  to  take  Just  a  atep  or  two  farther.  The 
promises  will  work  If  we  subject  them  to\the 
proper  test.

This  evidence  Is 
presented  In  the  form  of  a  statement,  from  the 
church  or  Its  representatives  that  It  hgs  adopted 
a  confession  of  faith,  such  as  the  N^w  Hamp¬ 
shire  or  Philadelphia  confession.  Thd  churches 
are  thus  united  If  or  the  more  effective  witness 
to  the  truth  which  we  hold  In  common!  by  which 
also  men  are  sav  sd  and  sanctified  and  the  king¬ 
dom  of  Ood  la  es  .abllahed  in  the  earthi

A 
man  never  starts  to  get  right  till  he  finds  that 
he  is  hopelessly  wrong.  They  ate  false  pro¬ 
phets  who  would  heal  the  hurt  Of  tile  world 
lightly,  or  who 


an  unsolved  problem  among  the  many 
unevangelised  and  unbelieving  in  the  present 
age,  as  much  as  in  any  age  of  the  paat|  There 
are  people  yet  who  are  feeling  after  him  If  per¬ 
haps  they  may  And  him  who  have  not  heard 
that  he  is  not  far  from  anyone  of  us.  Have 
you  seen  a  purse  which  is  opened  with  a  secret 
spring,  which  If  |t  is  properly  pressed  springs 
the  purse  open  and  reveals  all  its  contents? 
Have  you  seen  somebody  who  doesn't  know  the 
**•'  ret  trying  with  all  the  strength  in  his  fit, eta 
an  '  arms  in  a  vain  effort  to  pull  It  open? 

And  then  when  Somebody  shows  him  the  way 
It  is  done  it  Is  amaslng  how  simple  It  Is.  That 
•  the  way  wth  the  mystery  of  godlness.  t>au! 
says,  you  do  not  have  to  say  "who  shall  ascend 
n;j  l  eaven,  to  hrltog  Christ  down;  or  who  jl.  ill 
descend  Into  the  abyss  to  bring  him  up".  He 
has  already  descended  from  Heaven.  He  ha 3 
already  risen  for  the  dead.  So  many  do  not 
know  that  the  "word  Is  near  thee." 

How  often  In  ,o#r  search  for  righteousness  In 
our  desire  to  know  the  way  of  reconciliation 
and  fellowship  with  Ood,  we  have  been  close  to 
the  sectot  and  did  not  know  it.  We  have  been 
like  children  playing  "hiding  the  switch," 
and,  the  one  who  hid  it  says  to  the  search,  rs 
'  you  are  v,arm,  yob  are  warm;  you  are  close  to 
It  now.”  Ottr  hearts  have  warmed  toward  him 
with  a  strange  tenderness. 

How  again  we  have  had  It  said  to  us.  "You 
are  cold  uow,  you  are  cold."  But  does  God 
hide  himself?  Do  We  have  to  say  with  Job,  "Be¬ 
hold  I  go  forward  ^nd  he  is  not  there;  I  go  to 
the  right  and  left,  |>ut  I  do  not  find  him?"  Does 
not  Paul  say  something  about  "the  mystery  of 
God.  even  Christ.  In  whom  are  hidden  all  the 
treasures  of  wisdom  and  knowledge? '  And 
does  this  not  bring  us  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
secret  for  which  men  search  in  vain  and  labor 
in  vain?  Why  do  we  spend  money  for  that 
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peace,  peace"  when  there 
is  no  peace.  This  mystery  of  inlqilty  it  a  hope- 
loss  enigma,  a  labyrinth  from  which  j  unaided 
there  Is  no  possible  escape.  And  (u>  who  thinks 
he  has  found  his  way  out  is  a  fool.  He. who  ad¬ 
vertises  a  homer  cure  for  It  is  a  quack.  Not  un¬ 
til  there  is  the  hopeless  cry  “Behold  I  was 
brought  forth  In  inqulty,  and  In  sin; did  my 
mother  conceive  me,"  not  until  thlbn  are  we  In 
position  to  solve  the  mystery. 

The  Bible  gives  the  only  explanation  of  the 
nature  and  origin  of  sin,  how  we  Are  today  Its 
victims.  It  does  not  tell  us  all  about;  it,  but 
It  tells  us  all  that  concerns  us  at  (iresefit;  that 
It  is  not  an  original  essential  part  |6f  man's  na¬ 
ture;  that  It  Is  the  work  of  Satan  Who  deceived 
the  race  and  led  us  astray  from  Iotylty  jo  God; 
that  the  devil  Is  the  active  and  powerful  agent 
In  binding  men  In  sin  today.  "Wq  contend  not 
against  flesh  and  blood  but  against  principali¬ 
ties  and  powers  against  world  risers  of  this 
darkness,  against  hosts  of  wicked  igplrlts  even 
In  our  present  redeemed  estate.  The  W  ord  of 
God  gives  us  the  explanation  of  Its  presence 
and  power.  It  Is  entirely  In  harmdny  With  the 
facts  of  experience. 

The  same  source  of  information  abbut  the 
presence  and  nature  of  sin  Is  tUe  only  safe 
sources!  Information  as  to  the  way1  to  deal  with 
it  and  to  be  rid  of  It.  We  have  found  |t  to  be 
a  true  witness  in  tl)e  one  case  and;  will  {find  It 
Just  as  faithful  a  witness  In  the  ojther.  (It  tells 
us  about  one  who  came  to  destroy  the  works  of 
the  devil;  of  one  whose  name  Is  jjehovdh  Sa¬ 
viour  because  he  shall  save  his  people  from 
thlr  sins.

THE  MYSTERY  OK  INIQUITY 


jsln  In  the  world !  How  often  we  ask  ourselve, 
why  It  was  permitted.  How  Is  it  to  be  recon¬ 
ciled  wth  the  goodnea  and  omnipotence  of  God? 
How  did  It  make  Its  entrance  Into  the  world 
and  how  long  will  It  continue?  Is  it  to  triumph 
over  all  the  world;  or  will  It  be  finally  defeated 
and  expelled'  There  Is  no  answer  to  these 
questions  except  by  revelation.  Man's  wisdom 
has  never  fathomed  It  nor  mastered  It.  That 
la  why  It  Is  called  the  mystery  of  Iniquity.

Indeed  the-  revel¬ 
ation  of  the  first  Is  In  order  that  we  may  come 
to  know  the  second  .  Paul  plainly  says  that 
beginning  In  a  low  key  and  this  ‘mystery  of  godliness'  Is  of  gjieat  concern 

to  us:  for  when  he  says  that  ‘Great  Is  the  mys¬ 
tery  of  godliness',  he  does  not  raeali  that  It  Is 
a  matter  so  profound  or  a  puxzle  so  Intricate 
as  to  be  difficult  of  solution;  but  he  hneans 
that  it  Is  of  the  greatest  Importance  to  i)s.  Of 
greatest  value  to  ns  Is  this  mystery  df  godliness 
The  witness  of  human  experience  Is  altogeth¬ 
er  In  accord  with  this  statement  otf  scripture. 
Mankind  has  had  no  longer  search  for  anything 
than  this  search  of  knowing  God,  and  how  to 
come  into  right  relation  with  him  kind  ^ellow- 
All  ship  with  him.  How  to  be  good,  how  to  be  god¬ 
ly,  has  been  the  search  of  the  soul  in  Ills  pil¬ 
grimage  from  time  to  eternity  through  all  the 
centuries.

Many  of 
these  theories  claim  that  the  aim  of  Christ's 
death  was|  to  pioduce  repentance  on  the  part  of 
men  and  that  this  was  all  that  the  loving  Father 
needed  In  order  to  forgive  men.  Everyone  recog¬ 
nises  that  there  Is  truth  In  such  a  position  But 
the  trouble  with  such  a  statement  Is  that  It  Is 
utterly  Inadequate  as  a  description  of  the  New 
Testament  results  that  are  produced  by  the 
atonement.  In  this  connection  we  wish  to  call 
attention  to  Philtpplans  3:4-11.  This  passage 
along  with  a  great  many  others.  Indicates  that 
the  Apoetlt  Paul  felt  that  the  atonement  was  not 
simply  a  means  of  leading  him  to  repentance. 
But  was  a  redemption  of  Paul  himself,  not  only 
nut  of  his  sins,  but  out  of  everything  that  per¬ 
tained  to  him  In  the  natural  life:  and  that  It 
placed  the  Apostle  with  all  that  !■  »uld  be  In 
Christ.  The  expression  'in  Christ’  is  so  great 
they  cannot  get  away  from  thp  fart  that  the 
atonement  translated  the  whole 

personalty  of  the  Apostle,  mind.  soul,  spirit  and 
being,  out  nf  one  state  of  existence  Into  another 
state  of  existence.  And  that  Christian  living  on 
the  part  of  the  Apostle  consisted  In  ever  trying 
to  realise  it  bis  own  historic  life  What  the  atone¬ 
ment.  In  ltd  all  embracing  mending,  had  poten¬ 
tially  accomplished  for  him. 

If  we  should  go  through  the  teachings  of  the 
Apostle  we  would  see  that  this  tremendous  re¬ 
sult,  which  he  felt  the  atonement  had  accom¬ 
plished  In  his  own  life,  he  also  believed  to  have 
been  accomplished  for  the  whole  race  of  men. 
Now  any  theory  of  the  atonemmit  must  accord 
with  this  absolutely  unparalleled  result  which 
the  Bible  ascribes  to  the  death  of  Christ.  We 
must  seek  a  cause  adequate  to  sncb  a  result. 
To  speak  of  the  atonement  as  If  Its  whole  result 
was  exhausted  In  getting  men  to!  weep  over  this 
or  that  sin,  and  often  to  weep  very  little.  Is  sim¬ 
ply  to  see  the  transaction  of  Christ  for  men  In 
only  one  small  aspect  of  Its  work.  However  men 
may  read  this  term  or  that;  however  they  may 
Interpret  'Expiation'  ’propitiation’  'atonement.' 
they  cannot  get  away  fro  mthe  fact  tha  the 
New  Teaament  looks  on  the  death  of  Christ  as 
having,  within  Itself  produced  a  new  creation 
for  the  race  of  Adam.
